To fivd ovt wltn it is Leap Fear, divide the year hy 4; if there is 
no remuindery it is Leap Year ; and if any rtmamder it is 1 , 2, or 3 
years after Leap Year.

Tliiii ifl on^ nf tbe most dfsligbtful months in ths year; Us tewperatura 
Jir cool anii refresLinij ; and extremely ajj're^ahle to ttioHe in the eujoymcnk 
of good hoaltb, but to rli^nmntic and gi nly subjects is far from pleasant. 

'J’he day* are cool, 8»*rene, and clcet;^—tbe morninjs and evening# 
damp and toggy. ^

the aCternooD. * ^ 

Tlie alternate chant^e^t of eat and cold render p»rt of this month un¬ 
pleasant, as tLe heat becomes at times ratiier oppressive. 

Various operations of husbandly', gt-ncra h' commence ti>is month, 
fo soon as the gr^nS is moistened by rain tjis however .sometimes 
happens at the latter end of February, and then ivis occasioned by an un- 
MB&l quantity of rain* 

I'iie meat market continues good. 

.Fish to be nad in abundiiiice, and the ni .rket hns the addition of the 
gootealr^ a small and well flavored hsh. 

Green peas and turnips disappear this nioutn, s.dia l, cabbages, carrots 
and celery are on die decline, nut asparagvis aiMt pt^tAtoes continue ex* 
cellent; green mangoes and unripe lootee i/ie lo he bad, also ornrab^ 
greens and water cresses. 

Fruit ip aUo plendful —large water melons ^ppr r »bout the middle 
ff the pre8**nt month, »nd contiuue in perfection till middle of June. 

The prices of articles, in the bazar oi Calcutta, cou.iuue (with trifling 
Tariatione) ihe same sii the year round. The be>.t inatlo>^ *'i-y be procur- 
pdj at all seasons of the year, atone rupee the quartet or s^iddU; the 
best veal at ene rupee and a half pef quarter ; hur oin ot the best href 
fotr 2 aud 3 rupees, and so in proportion lo its quality, down to one lupee, 
the Purloin, edge bone, or round; fowls are from 2 to 12 tor one lupee, 
according to their siae; ducks from 3 to 8 ; geese from ^ annas to tvvo 
rupees per pair ; wheat is from one mpee to one rupee annas per 

maund, speording to the quality in the matket; rice trom three rupee-s to 
one rupee and a half per maund, according to its quality, > and so with 
respect to oilier articles. 

The North-westeia with thunder and lightning, and rain, generally 
eommesce about the termiuatiuu of this mouth. 

APRIL. 

The beginning of this inonth is sometimes pleasant, par icuUrly if the 
Kurtji westers are frequent; but the latter part, as also the mitidle, is 
disagreeable io tbe extreme ; it is one the worst months in th* year. 

T^e Thermometer ranges in the shade from Hu in the morning to 9*2 
in th^ afternoon, but when exposed to the sun, it rises to 110 and higher. 

The wind bluwa from the Southward, and ^•*ry strong throughim the 
month; but when it is accompanied with hot winds from want ^f rain, 
|| every ^F^Ttion of the human systein ucespme. fatiguing r.nd op- 

presstVe. These parching winds are unfavorable to vegetation, and were 
it aotfur eccMSional supplies of ruin,ivould prove dm»strous. 

The Norib-wf^sters are at times attended with storms o 

thuuder and fighruing* during which rain and hail fall in torrents: ibrs 
storms sometimes cccaslon much and extensive damaM- -people and catti 
a^ killed by the sfrcfrfr fluid, whilst other are sti-ufta down by the tfgh 
Stuuupd for several hours.

MAT. 

The present is considered the worst month in the year, it being (farchintr 
hot and no ruin' * 

'I'iie tiierniometer ranges in the Rhade, on a medium, from 85 in the 
morning to 9S mi V e atternoon : if exposed to ttie full influence of tha 
»'iun heams, it will rise to I'JO degrees, and sometimes higher ' 

'I'he nrather tln« moT.tii in most oppressive, especially the latter half; 
thp wind continues Southerl v, and the hent is srarrely bearable-—Of all 
innnths in the y‘*ar. tiie nresenc is th^ most painful, particularly to those 
whose avocations r(nn))el them to be much out of doors. 'I'o be exposed 
to the Sun without a covei log, is extremely dangerous at any hour, from 
JO to 5 it would be lieath to any conjititulion. except to natives, 

wlio are inurfd to the climate by birth and practice, and even they 
goiDPtimes tall a sacrifice to the powerful influence of the Sun. The 
heat in the fiist half of the tnonlli is somptimea relieved l>y a few North- 
westers accompanied hy refreshing showers : vivid lightning and distant 
thunder at times attend tlie North-westera, *ln 181'^, and 14, the month 
of Uay was Ieiiiarkabiy dry, and tue iie^t scarcely supportable; in 1815, 
there w'cre frequent and copious showers ot rain; in 1816^ from the com- 
tiienreiuent of the year, up to the beginning ot July, (Imre were not aibove 
three showers, and these were very slight, although (he rainy season is 
aiwavji expected and generally does commence in June, between the lOlh 
and 1817, was extremely irregular,—the rains satin about the middle 

•f february, and continued in li.;ht and heavy shower.s till the- middle of 
September, from which period up to the 18th of October, the soaaaib was 
uncnmmnniv oppressive ;---ll<e conclutling shower fell from midnight on the 
irtli, to miduigiit on (he 18th of the same month. In 18 <9 the rains set in 
unexpectedly and violently'ahont the middle of iMay ; the rain came down 
in t')irents (nr three successive davR and nights

Tlie petiodicul ralnn in aliont tli« Tnidin** tliN TnoTlt^ : lint! not 
tl»e course of Divine Ppovidenrp tKus rA’dained it the nrosent and suc'^ef*^- 
months would become intolerable from parrhiri<r heat, and a period 
would be put to Tppetation : but refresliintr snd coolintj showers faliingf 
occasionalij, and heavy rjiin pomcM’nies. render the me.in temper iture of 
this and the three foliow'n^ mouth.smuch less than mi^lit be expected from 
that of the preceding: month of IMav. 

The thermometer, the first half of this month rises frequently to 99, in 
the Kbade, at noon; from whir'll time, that about the 15ili, if the rains 
commence, the heat of course siihsides. < 

The weather thron^himt the ,who)f of this month, however, is pleasant 
fiT opi r^'csive, arcoruinj*' to the quan^y of rain which filU ; if the weather 
. he dry. the hrat is scarcely bearalffe. i 2 ;ed«^rallT very close: hot a lirpath 
of airfrom any quarter; if the rains commence, as they are nlwayg 
expected to do, {in re^u^P seasons) between the 1#th and ^L.th of the 
month, the air is refresmng:, and the weather not uMonifortahle. 

\1eat, R.smust be expected, very indifferent. ^ 

TW fish market much the same as last month. 

IVianeoes and man^oe fish in g:reat abundance, nndin ^reat perfection. 
The V^ldnh maniroes arrive in Calcutta about the middle or latter end 
of this nfonU^ and they are considered without exception to be the best 
that ran be procured in Rental.

Custard apples, pine apples and guavas sire in great perfection.

JULY. 

This month ^is attended with much r^in ,* ilie winds are lif^ht and 
Tarlable ; the we»ther frequently gioomy, and sometimes stormy wiih heavy 
falls ot rain ; whilst at intervals it is fair, mild, a^id the temperature 
agreeable- 

The ihermoTUcter ranges in the sbade from SO in the morning to 89 
in the atternoon. 

The showerv w®athpr of^the present and preceding month is productive 
of the most beneliciai effects to^ihe grain. 

Aleat continues lean and poor. 

The fish market continues good. The moonjee the rows, the, cuf^ah, 
the quoyc, the sotvle, the mhagnnr, the chingrecj the tangrah and the ebun* 
nah. are procurable all the year round. The hilsa (or s.tble) fish makes its 
appearance this month. The price of ihis fish is one rupee (or two^o f the 
large size; in the course ol next month, 4 to 8 mav he. onrrhased for a 
rupee, the lowest rat at which they are sold: this iish is delicious either 
boileiL baked, or roasted; but it is generally consitlered very unwliolesorae. 
The natives dcvoui it in such quantities, as to occa.sioti threat mort.ditv 
among thrm. I'liis fish, on being cured with iHinarinds, IWms a good 
aub*>litute for herrings.—It is then known by the appellation of the tamarind 
fis,'.

The tliM mometer ranges from 78 in the morning to 85 in the afternoon. 

Tlw meat nifat ket much the same as last month. 

'file fish market experience a slight improvement, Hif although them 
are hbniidances of fish, yet they are not always procu’^ahle firm and good. 
The bekty tiecniues latger and better flavued. Tiie following are also In 
the maiket—tt’C bholah. dessy tauprah, konteii. biieiigirs. gungtorab, 
kowell liioutee. uyiah chnnduli, and tJie shell fish boodye chiiiJ^yry.

Gold and silver are also wei(;hed by the Tale and Catty; IflO 
Tales are reckoned to weigh oz> 10. dwis. troy, which make 
the tale equal to 579.84 grains. 

The foregoing Weights are sometiaies olherwise denominated 
by the natives; the Catty is culled Gin; the Tale, Lyang; the 
Mace, Tchen ; the Caudarine, Fwen; and the Cash, Lis. 

Gold is purchased in ingots of a determiaed weight, which 
the Enclish call Shoes of Gold ; the largest weigh ten Tales, and 
the gold is reckoned 94 Touch, though it may be only 9^ or 93. 

The Chinese arithmetic is mtfthanical. To find the Aggregate 
of numbers, a machine is in universal use with ail descriptions of 
ppople. By this machine, which is called a swanpan, arithmetical 
operations are rendered phlpable. It coiiists of a frame of wood, 
about an inch dee , and of various sizes, from 4 to 12 inches long, 
by 2 to 6 broad, divided into two compartments hy a bar down 
the middle through this bar at right angles are inserted a num¬ 
ber of parallel wires, and on each wiie ; in one compartment 
five moveable balls, and in the other, two. '1 hese wires may 
be considered as the ascending and descending power ot a nu- 
nieraiion table, proceeding in a tenfold proportion, so that if a 
ball upon any of the wires in the larger eompurtment be placed 
uaainstthe middle bar. and called unity, or one; a ball ou the 
next wire above it will represent ten; and one on (he next, one 
hundred: so also, a ballon the wiie next below that expressing 
unity, will beoae*tenth ; the next lower, one hundredth; and the 
balls on the corresponding wires in the smaller compartment will be 
five, fifty,five hundred, five-tenths, five hundredths, five thousandths; 
the value or povrer of each of these in the smaller division, being 
always five times as much as those in the larger. This system, froiu 
its apparent ease and simplicity, is much admired, but is subject to 
error; aud a person commonly conversant with arithmetic, will 
make more progress, and be more correct, than the most skilful of 
the Chinese with the swanpan.

Now the Soverign, weighing clear f of the Madras Gold Hu- 
pee, whirh should fetch, according to the foregoing esiimate, a frac¬ 
tion above 80 Rupees, fetches onlv- 8 j Rupees, according to the Com¬ 
pany's valuaiion of 875 Madras Rupees per 100 ; a difference agaist 
the receiver upon this footing of not less than 132 Rupees upon eve¬ 
ry jpiao.

specie he converted, before any sum can be regularly entered into a 
intTchaat's book. The Company keep their accounts in Sicca Rupees 
which bear a Batia of 16 per Cent, against the Current. 

The Coins current are Gold Mohurs, with their StibJivisionul 
halves and quarters; Sicca Rupees, hahcs and quarters ; Annas, Pice, 
(equal to 3 pie) and halt Pice. The two la^-i are of copper. 

In 1766 the Bengal Gold Mohur weighed 179 66 grains, was of 
the fineness of 20 Carats, and passed for 14 Silver Rupees The gold 
was here overvalued, for it passed lu proportion to silver, as, 169 45 
to 1 . In 1769 it was ordered that the Bengal Gold Mohur lih'Mild 
weigh 190.773 grains, and in this coinage gold was valued to silver 
iiearlv as 14 8 to I; and, bv Regulation 35, Anno 1793, it was direct¬ 
ed that the nineteen Sun Gold Mohur should wei^h 190.894 grains, 
and contain I of a grain in 100 of alloy, and that it should *i>ass for 
16 nineleeo Stiu Sictra Rupees, Here gold is valued lu proportiou tu 
silver a« 14 85 to 1. 

Gold Mohurs are coined onlv at the mint of Calcutta v at the sn- 
liordinate mints of Benares and Furruckahad. silver alone is coined. 
The Oneness of both metals is the same as English standard gold, 1

By Uegulalioii, 1819, the coinage of the Benares Rupee is dis¬ 
continued; and the Furruckahad Rupee made the legal coinage of 
Bcuares. 

It will be observed that the alloy lias been Increased; a regular 
lion which took place in 1819, whereby much expence is spared m re¬ 
fining. The charge for coiuing and for refining is the same at all tiie 
mints, for silver ; naiiiel), 2 per cent , if the bullion be of the sian- 
ilard fineness; but where it differs, a proportion charge of (ruin i to 
^ per cent, is made for refining.

The standard of (he Bengal munev has ever been silver. Gold is 
nccasioiialiy corned, \>u\ the great bulk of ihe currency is silv.r. 
The most cominon silver com is the Rupee of 1 Bicca, or 10 Massa 
weight. 

'I'hese Rupees were formerly called Sicca Rupees only during 
the vear after their coinage, when the balta they bore on Current Ko¬ 
pecs was 16 per cent ; the second this was reduced to 13, and the third 
and following years the balia was 11 per cent.; they were then called 
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Fnnaiii or Siinat Rupees But with a view to abolish this dtsrmclion, 
all the Rupees coined of late years bj the East India Company, have 
been dated the nineteenth Son, that is the I9lh year of the Mogul's 
reign ; and by Regulation 33, Anno 1793, it was ordered that ll»« 
nineteen Sun Sicca K upees should be received as the legal com uf 
Bengal, B'ahar, and Orixs. 

'i'here are various other kinds of Rupees to be met with in Ben¬ 
gal, whose fineness and weight are different, though their denominati¬ 
ons are the same- From this, and fjoni the natives frequently punch¬ 
ing hohs in the Runres, and filling up the vacancy with base inelal, 
auii their wilfully diminishing the weight of the c^in after coining 
from the mint, the currencies of Rbpees from the different provinces 
nre of different values. This defect has introduced a custom of em- 
jiloying shroffs or money-changers, whose business is to set a value 
upon these different currencies, according to every circumstence, ei¬ 
ther in their favour, or their prejudice, ^^'hen a sum of Rupees is 
l»rought to one of these shroff'., he examines them piece by piece, and 
arranges them according to their Bneness; then hy their weight ; he 
then allows for the different legal battas upon Sji^cas and ^^ounats $ 
and this done, he values in gross hy the Rupees current what the 
whole arc worth ; so that the Kupet curreul is the oulj thing fixed, 
by whicb'coin is valued. 

A Current Rupee is reckoned at 9s. and a Sicca Rupee of ac¬ 
count rommimly at Ss. Cd. 

. A Lac of Rupees is 1.00,000 ;and aCrorc, 100 Lacs.or 1.00,00,000 
Rupees; and in accounts, sums are distinguished into (-rores, Lars, aud 
Bingle Rupees, hy marks or divisions, as in the aforegoing examples.

—According to the old monetary system, accounts irere 
kept at this Presidency in ?tar Pagodas Fanams, and Cash 1 he 
Pagoda weighed 5i.66 grains troy, and was commonly v;ilued at 
8s It was divided into 45 Fanams, each Fanam containing 80 
Cash. 'I’his was th* proportion observed by Goverameut, the 
Bank, and Agency Houses ; but in the shops and bazar exchange, 
the number of Fanams to the Pagoda fluctuated according to cir¬ 
cumstances, front 4'2 lo 46 Fanao s. 

The Cold Coins were the single and double Pagodas ; the Sil¬ 
ver Coins were *he single, double, and 6 Fanam pieces; the one- 
cighlh,quarter, half, I and 2 Rupees; and quarter and half Pagodas ; 
the Copper CoiikS consisted of 1, 5, 10. 20, and 40 Cashpieces. 

According to the new currenevr, Ifixed by proclamation, dated 
Fort St, Gcor^e^ 7th January. 181'i. (he Silver Rupee constitute! 
the standard cci!! of ihis Ptcbidency. Tlie punlic accounts are ac¬ 
cordingly converted from the Sta- Pagoda (the coinage of which 
is disconiiuued) into the Madras Rupee, at the exchange of 350 
Rupees per 100 r;tar Pagod/^s, Ail Government transactions arc 
DOW concluded iu Rupees.

Silver. —The ok Bombay Hupee is the same as was coined 
at Surat uoiier the Mogul Government. It weighed 178.314 grains^ 
anil contained 1.^24 per Cent, of alloy. By an ancient agreement 
uilh the Nabob of >urat, the Rupee of both Gov.-rnments was to 
circulate through both at an equal value; while they mutually 
]tled^ed themselves to keep up the Coin to its exact standard of 
wpitiht and fineness, 'i'he Nabob, however, did not keep to tuia 
agreementfor his Rupees were found soon after^Nards to contain, 
instead of l.'24 .perJUent. of alloy, no less than 10 12, and even 15 
]»er Cent. The consequence of tins was, that all the Bombay Ru¬ 
pees were carried to J^>ural to be xecoined. I'his u lut was entirej 
ly stopped in its silver coinage for more than twenty years, and 
the CTCulation of silver w.is occupied by the Surat Kept'e. 

In th is situation of things the inerclmuts could not aflfjcd to 
coin tiieir bullion here, and therefore Bombay was long w ithout a 
filer coinage of its own ; when Government in ISOOordefd the 
•Surat Rupee to be struck in this mint, and since that time th^ Rupee 
has been kept at an equal value in bot'^ mints. In both the Silver 
Rupee weighs 179 grains, and contains 7 97 per Cent, of alloy. 

Gold. — In the year 1774 the Gold Mohur was^made of tVie 
Bame weight as (he Silver Rupee. It was ordered to be of the fine¬ 
ness of a Venetian, and to pass far 15 Silver Rupees In this c in¬ 
age, therefore, 14.9 grains of silver represented one gra ri of gold ; 
for such is the proportion between the quanciey of gold in this Gold 
WoViur, and the silver in 15 old Bombay Rupees. When the Surat 
silver currency had occupied the circulation, this proporaoli l>f‘twpen 
gold and silver was qu te destroyed ; so that gold coined according 
to the regnlaiiOQ of 1774, was now exchanged for no moie than 
thirteen times its weight in silver, and often for much less 

In order to remedy this, and to bring back the Coins of gold 
and silver,to nearly their ancient proportions, and their relative va¬ 
lue in the market, it was ordered in 1 KUO, that the Gold Mohur 
should be of the weight as the Silver Rupee, that it slh>uld contain 
the same quantity of alloy, and that it should pa«s f tr i 5 Rupees, 
Wkiuhts,— The I'.ngli'di weights being in common use liere, 
and at all the other Presidencies, the following account of their re¬ 
lative p'opo^tions may he found useful. 

'1 he two principal weights established in Great Britain are 
the avoirdupois aitd troy weight* ; ti»e last is again divided intodia* 
mond and m^ney weights; tHe grain is understood to be a grain of 
wheat, gathered in trie nrlddle of the ear.

Invoicessigneil bj the Master of a vessel, even if he be Supercar¬ 
go also, are not atlmissil>le. Affidavits to such documents are nr^t re¬ 
ceived, because the Regulations do not authorize that mode of veri* 
fication for such cases. The original Billsof Venders, if expressed 
in monies and wei^^hts known at the Office, and iua language under¬ 
stood here, are admissible. It is too much to expect of the Collector 
or of his Officers, to exaniuie the datails of any person’s Books or 
Papers to establish a fact, of which, after all. those Books aSTord no 
satisfactory, or conclusive proof. 

Acconats Current, or Letters of Advice, are not admissible as 
Invoices, 

WithTespert to the trade with Malayan port to the Eastward, tho 
Collector will admit Invoices signed b} Masters or bj Supercargoes 
of vessels;—after having satisfied himself, by exaipining any other 
available Invoices of about the same date, tor the same kind of 
Goods.—and by consii ting the Appraiser and others,—that the prices 
stated in them do shew the true prime cost of the articles, at the date 
of purchase, at the place s where they were shipped. 

If original Invoices, or Bills, for Goods, be not presented to the 
Collector,^(>r it he see cause to 6u8))ect that the Invoices or Bills 
produced, do not shew the true prune cost of the Goods, (by 
which is to be understood, their prime cost in the country of which 
they may be the produce or manufacture)—ip either ca'se the duly 
will be settled on the Calcutta price of such Good* at the time of 
ibeir importation. 

The waut-of signature to a paper .presented as an Invoice, of Bill« 
invaltdales it as such :—still it wi>l he admitted, provided the pcices 
exhibited m it he not below those set forth in full, fair, duly signed 
original Invoices or Bills —’for the same kiud of articles,, shipped at 
the same port, at or near the same period of time ; and provided 
there he no ground for idoui»ting that the unsigned document was 
l/on& fidc\ drawn out the place whence it purports to cuiue. 

Even though the unsigned document should shew prices lower 
than those of the same kind of articles, shifiped atihe same port,— 
at or near tbe^same period of time, still. if the party who presents ths 
the said unsigned dociinieot shall make affidavit that it is, honci fide^ 
an original doriimcnl, received from the seller of the Goods specified 
in ii and shall also present a formal Price Current, shewing that the 
price i>f ihe Goods in question, at the place whence they purport to 
come, as set for h m the unsigned doGumeiit produced ason lavorce 
or Bill. IS not below the lowist price of that description of Goods as 
exhibited in the said Price Current, then the unsigned document will 
be admitted. But Affidavit as to the originality of snch doeume'ul, 
will I'oi eiuitleji to be admitted at the t ustora House, without the 
additional jiroof of cirrectness of price by producti-'n of formal

clandestinely or otherwise, they shall be liable to cimfisration. The 
same Rule is applicable to Goods or Packages for exponation. Ex¬ 
ceptions are provided for in the following Notifications,

REGUL4TIONS. 


[APrENOlX 


1. N® leMer or parcel, (such as are importr^d by sea, and naHto 
letters excepted,) will be recerted at any post office, unless accom¬ 
panied by the po^ta^e which they bear, in sirra rupees. 

2< Ko package excaedinjf 12sicca rnyvees in weight, or 15 by 12 
inches in size, and 12 inches in depth, will be received at the geaeral 
post office, unless paid for accordingly. 

3. No money, jewels, watches, trinkets, or valuables of any 
description, will be received for transmission, either by the letter 
dawk or bangj. The rule does not extend to bank notes, which the 
person sending is recommended to cut in halves, aud forward the parts 
separately by successive dawks. 

4-, No persons not belonvin^ to the department, can be admitted 
into the interior of the post office, or be allowed of themselves to 
'^examine the records. All complaiots, or applications forioforma- 
tiuu must be made to the post ma.ster {general i i writing. 

b. Persons addressing the post master general respecting any de¬ 
lay ill the delivery of their letters, are requested to transmit, at the 
same time, the envelopes of such letters, bearing the post office stamp, 
which specifies the date on which the letters were issued for delivery. 

6. No person can he permitted to take the letters from the 
peons, except in the regular course of delivery ; and it is requested 
that the peons may experience as little deteation at the doors of 
houses as possible. 

7. Persons receiving letters are required to pay the amount of 
postage marked oiu them t and if they have occasion to conaplaiu of 
any surcharge, ther must state their complaint officially to the post 
master general. Should his decision not prove saiisfactory, they are 
at liberty to appeal to the governor general in council. 

8. All letters refused by the party to them they are addressed, 
and all ship letters transmitted from subordinate stations to the gene¬ 
ral post office an which the ship postage has not been paid, shall be 
returned to the office from whence they were despatched and the 
writer, or the nersou who brought them to the office, shall be re¬ 
quired to pav the postages both to and from the place of address. If 
the writer canuot he discovered, the letters shall ha entered in a 
list, which shall be exposed by the post master in the most public part 
of his cutchcry. aud a copy <»f winch shall he traiisiniUed from time 
to time to the post master general, who shall advertise the letters in 
the (joverniuent Gazette, with notice that they will be delivered to 
the writers on payment of the postage due on them. 

9. Should the writer of a returned letter refuse to pay the pos¬ 
tage due on it, the post master is authorized to detain all future let¬ 
ter to «uch person's addres.s, until the idemand in question shall be 
liquidated. The same rule is applKabjjs to all other cases of refusal 
to ply postage. 

10. Any person opening'a letter or envelope, shall be bound to 
pay the postage of the same, whatever may te the conients. 

U. Persons exempted from the payment of postage by their 
official situations, having occasion to write to non-ezempted persons 
ou the private business of the latter, shall write on the envelope, 
ifcaring powtage^'Hi which case the amount u to be collected from 
the Receiver. Letters from out stations whercMiu person duly quali¬ 
fied to collect the postage is eslablishcdi will also be received bearing 
postage. 
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12. The post office is not answerable for the hs^ of property 
contained in auT letter or parcel, which maj he transmitted bj dawk 
orbangy. For the greater securny of such property, however, the 
clerks, &c are stncily prohibited from delivering hack to any per¬ 
son, or under any pretence, letters or parcels, which may once have 
been lodged in ihevr others. 

13. A treasury podar is appointed to attend daily at an office 
contiguous to the entrance of the general post office, for the finrpose 
of exchanging rupees into pice, at the established rate of 64 per 
ronee, for the accommodation of persons delivering letters into tht 
office, who inuj not have brought the exact sum assessed on them, 

14. The general post office is open tor liie rt^teipt ohjI delivery 
of letters and (or re|>lyuig to inquiries from ID a. in, to 3 \k m. everj 
day, Sundays excepted; and for the receipt of lett r« only, trom 5 to 
4 paNt 6 p. m. No newspapers will be rec»**vrtd rr 5 p, m, 

15 . Travellers may be furnished with UiiwL h^^arers, on applies* 

tion at the diffiereut post offices, where tables, t :ii:!atting the charge 
and esnmated distances to all the principal are constantlj 

exposed lor public luspectioo.

WEIGHT OF LETTERS. 

Il having been brought to the notice of Government, Uy the re¬ 
presentation of the Post Master General, through the Board of .teve- 
nue, that much inconvenience arises from the prevailing practice of 
Public Officers inadvertently transmitting to Post Offices Letter Pac¬ 
kets and Parcels, greatly exceeding the prescribed Weight (of 25 Sa 
Wl.) which are af consequence made over for transmission by Kaiighee 
thereby incurring delay and probable injury, that might otherwise in 
^a great measure he avoided; the Governor General lu Council is 
pleased to direct as follows: 

tst. That the strictest attention be paid in every Department, 
throughout the Service, to tbe making up of Parcels, not to exceed 
the prescribed limitation of Weight. 

2dly. That when two or more Parcels of Such description arn 
delivered at'a Post Office, enntaioin^ Papers connected one with the 
other, it will beat the option of the Deputy Post Master to forward 
them le the Presidency, either hy the same Mail if circumstances 
perntlit dr separately by two or more siiccessi^ve Mails, in order that 
'Mails may not be surcharged and their codIcdIs rendered insecure, 
eS|K!cia|iy in the Rainy Season. 

3dlj. That as Paper Parcels are not always made up in the most 
Compact form they are susceptible of and altho’ there is often an un- 
fligeessary expenditure of the HoD*ble Company’s Stationery within ; 
the confingent envelope of Letters, and Accounts of importance, is 
of flimsy ^Country paper, of the worst kind, forming aa 
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mdequate protection to the documents they cover—AH Pnblii 
Authorities are therefore hereby enji)!n«d to require of their Execu¬ 
tive Officer untemiitinv attention to these defects, and to the obser¬ 
vance of such precautions, iw will prevent^ for the future, the Dawks

RULES OBSERVED AT THE 


« 

CALCUTTA SKA CUSTOM HOUSE. 


Certificate .—CertificaTcs Tmin other Presidencies, lo protect 
Goods wholly, or panriiilT , front fia\ inent of dnly on importation 
here, must he itreseiileu at this Office t^g-ether with the Import Ap¬ 
plication: if presented at any time vtihscqucnt. (hey are of no avail 
and no refund ran i»e made of duty paid. See Government Nolifica- 
titiii of lOih September 1819 m the Gizctle of 23d of that month. 

Cortihratea for Goods exported from hence cannot be ^^ranted if 
siicli Goods be not duly entered in Export Manifest : the pruduclioa 
of Bill ol Ladiuir^ or of other document, is of no avail. 

Driitv/mr/cs — Ni»ne can he allowed, in any case, unless “ Draw¬ 
back req-jired.” or like words, have been wrillen on the Export Ap¬ 
plication at the time of first prcscnlini; it in this Olfice, or on the 
Wharf. 

None can he allowed on any Goods not dulv entered in the 
£xpo rt Manifest, nor on any Goods passed after the issue of, Pori 
Clearance. 

If they he claimed on Goods wHich were originally imported by 
SeUy —the No. acid Dale of the Import Application mast be given 
upon the face of the Export Application when fir.sl piesf-nred at this 
Office, together with specihcalion of the uiimher of Packages to be 
exported.—the Nos. and Marks which were upon theni when import¬ 
ed, as well as the Nos. and Marks pul upon them for exportation.— 
the contents and value of each when imported,- and the total value. 
Without these particulars no Drawback can be given. 

No information whatever, with a view to enable individuals to 
establish claims to Drawback, or to Free Export, can he furnished 
from the Office hooks: all person^claimed i^lrawback must be pre« 
pared with their own proofs. 

If Drawback he claimed on Goods said to be protected by 
Itowannahs, the Nos. Dates, and Particulars of those documents 
must he detailed on the face of the Export Application when first 
presented at this Oibce. 

Sums of Drawback cannot l>e paid to any one except lo the own¬ 
er or exporter of the O^ods in qiiesiioii, unless under a Power of 
Attorney,—-or unless such owner or exporter shall have given writ¬ 
ten authority, signed by him in the presence of the Drawback st^- 
pervisor. to some other person, to receive Drawback on his account 
Individuals frequently employ Sirkars, or others, to transact their 
Custom House busines.s for them, - which laller sign their own names 
to Applications,—usually as'Mor A. B” who it the real owner or 
exporter,-* and who^ being about to (^uit Calcutta, leaves in the hauda 
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of sufV Sirfcan, or other, a written request, addressed to the rollec- 
tor, that Drawback may be paid to the said ^irkars, or others. Bur, 
in many cases, the Collertor cannot obtain verificatiou of stich re¬ 
quests, - to which the signatures may, or may not, be forgeries. 
Hence the above rule, to prevent disputes, or dithcullirs, lu the event 
of the real owner, or exporter^ returning to Calcutta, and presenting 
claim for Drawback. 

No Drawback is claimtible upon Goods exported which paid an 
Import by Sea Duty,—or a Transit Dutj,—of only two aud a half 
per cent. 

Spirits, Wines and Liquors generally,—if they were imparled 
in wood and are exported iii bottle, can claim no Drawback, but 
may be exported free from duly. If imported in bottle, prescribed 
proof thereof given, —aud exp<)rlcd iu boille, the mere change of 
larger for smaller package, or nice versA^ will not bar the claim to 
Drawback. 

Goods regularly exporied from hence on board a British vessel 
bound to Rangoen^ with the intention that they shall be there tran¬ 
shipped to a Brxiah vessel bound thence to Great Britain, luav, un¬ 
der regula r claim, receive Drawback exaclU as they would if they 
had been shioped on bnard a vessel iMuind direct to Great Britain trom 
this port. It IS, of c«‘Uise, necessary that full proof, in the prescrib¬ 
ed forms, should be gMcn of the rUmi to Drawback, previously to 
the exportation of the Goods from hence. And before payment of 
Drawback here, a cerlihcaie inusi be produced from competent aii- 
thoritv at Bangoou. shewing that all such Goods have, bonk fide, 
been shtp'ied th^re on board a Bntiab vessel bound to Great Britain, 
and that no part of a'lv dnu I vied on them at Rangoon has been re¬ 
funded on their exporianou from thence; for, oilicrwise, the Goods 
would be entitled to only the same Drawtiark here, as is allowed on 
the gent''*al country trade from one Presidency to another. (Letter 
from B'»ard of t'astoiiis. .Vtst Jiii\ 1824.^ 

How ttnahs nd Drawfmrks -From half past 11 o'clock tills 
o®clock (when the R gisier Numliers of the day arc closed) he Draw, 
back Department will attend to the examination of the ciirreiicv, &c. 
of Rowannahs, and to attesting die rate of IVansit Duty paid, and 
no such examinations, nor attestations, can be made upon Rowan- 
nahs and Chellatins iiresemed after 3 o'cl >ck on each dav. 

After three o'clock dailv, the ncpar.meut in quesrion will exa¬ 
mine claims for Drawback, draw out Draw lack certificates.—pre¬ 
pare Drafts on the I'rcamiry. &.C - exaiiiiiie Lriigu Bondn,—prepare 
Indigo Bills. &c. &c. These will ne attested bv the Drawback Su- 
pervisor and held ready fir delivery and preveiitmeot between the 
hours of opening the Office and half past It o'clock on the succeed¬ 
ing dav ; or ')eing ready, will be delivered, or seal out at any time 
while the Office is open 

Drawh ^rkt or Discounts in fmwtcrs. Discounts or Drawbacks 
allowed in England on export of Goods from thence, and inserted in 
Invoices, arc oot to be allowed for. on import of the Goods here. 
Duly js to be levied oa the full sum shewn iii the Invoices, incliidiug 
the a.ntoiint of such discounts or drawbacks. (Board of Tra;.e, 
March, 1891 aud Audit 43 and Rfi-Andit 48 of 1893 ) 

Rowannohi. Whether original or exchanged^ are current for 
only our year from their respective dates. 

If their currericy expire on one day when they are presented at 
Office, they caaaot be adoiilied :-*for laslaacc, a Rawaonah grauted 
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or dated the Ut January 1824 and^preseoted at Office the Ist Janua- 
rj 1825, is time expired and inadmissibie 

To exempt from duty, or to secure Drawback, Rowannahs roust 
be presented at the same time with, and their particulars must be en¬ 
tered upon^ the Export Chellaun or Applicatioii. Howaunahs 
SQuied at auy lime subsequent to the reception at Office of the Ex¬ 
port Chellaun are of no avail,—and no refund can be made of dutj 
levied in consequence of the absence of Rowannahs at the proper time. 

Relandtd Good$» If Goods are exported under Rowannahs then' 
current, hut are relauded, and are not hnaliy re-exported,—-ibeo 
such Goods are considered as fresh exporls,“as if they had nevet 
been covered by Rowannahs, - and duty is taken if auy b« leviable* 

A Rowaniiah canceiied for only a part of the Goods thereiX 
mentioned is returnable to the individual who brought it to Office, 
wbu has a right to claiin it ou giving a receipt for it. When a How« 
snuah has been cancelled for the whole quantity of Goods specified ia 
It, retained in this Office. 

The Export and Drawback Supervisors are strictly prohibited 
from examiuiiig, and from making any attestation upon Rowannahs, 
(unless they be Calcutta Exchange Rowiianans) of which the Seals, 
or Mamps, shall not be cut out, or upuu which, besides, the word 
Imported*^ shall not be found stampede 

The Appraiser will also'^be guided by the above rule. 

Tran$hipments,--Goods transhipped in port, from one vessel to 
another, pay duty, if liable to any, the same as if regularly imported. 
But no Goods, whether dutiable or not, must be transhipped without 
due authority. All Goods transhipped, or attempted to be trau- 
shipped, without authority, are liable to seizure :—«o also of Goods 
token to any other vessel than that for which they have been passed 
at Ibis Office. 

HfExporlaiiom ,—Goods which were imported by sea,—provid* 
cd proof ILicreof be furniblied by giwiiig, on the face of the export 
Application, the No. and Date and particulars of the import Ap¬ 
plication - are exempt from duty on re exportation, and may, in 
many instances, claim Drawback. But no information to enable 
par ies to claim exemption, or Drawback, can be given from this 
Office. 

R€‘Imvortaiifin $^—Goods imported which are slated to have been 
exported from hence, are nevertheless subject to duty as fresh ini« 
portatious,—unless they have returned from some one of the Hoa*bie 
Company’s own settlements in India and are acc^^npanied by a Cer* 
tificate signed by the Collector, or by some authorized public Officer 
at that place, shewing that they were imported there from Calcutta: 
—also, in such cases, the Import Application must give the No. and 
Date of, and other particulars relative to^ the Export Application; 
upon which latter if any Drawback have ueen paid, the amount must 
be refunded into the Office 'rreasury before the Goods re-imparted 
can be admitted to Free Entry. 

]f Goods shall be returned to this port from some one of the Ho* 
taonrable foinpany's own Settlements in India, and shall, at the time 
ofre-importatioD, be accompanied by duly signed ('enificate shewing 
that said Goods were imported there from CakuUa. then such Goods, 
of all sorts, without reference to the Colours under which they were 
exported hence, or come back to this port, shall have Free entry 
here, whether they went Free, or paid Duly, on exportation hence.

1st. To Subscribers compellr’d bjr 51! health to abandon the country 
hfter ten yeais service, and before they aie entitled toretireon full nay, the 
regulated PaaaagV Money of rtieir rank, itid an annuity which shall rei»d'*r 
their total income, from whatever source derived wuh Ihe rxception of 
pensions for the loss of an eye, or limb, or pertnitteui if j'lry rqmvalent to 
ittcb loss equal to the full pay of their ranlt.

•in continued months before any Meeting, are entitled to attend to exaigiBB 
tbe Accoants and proceeejiugs, and to vote for Directors. 

Art. 36. In the event of a Vacancy in tbe Office of Director oc« 
^arriog, in tbe intermedute pgriod between two Annual Meetiogii tM 
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Directors n|%y choose 4 Successor from amougst the Subscribers at the Prc- 
aitleucy, who may be eliyble to rhe Office. 

Art. B7. Qn occasiou of any particHlar and important busiopBs 
svhieb may necessarily reqnire the opinion of the Society acdarge, special 
Meetings will be called of the Subscribers at the Presidency (otliers voting 
by Proxy) as provided for iu Article 32, Or if any alledged ruis-manage- 
ment, or othar emergent cause should opeur to any twelve Snbsciibers to 
require the Notice of the Society at laige, a Special Meeting sbaU be sum> 
mooed by the Prestdeuton the wiitien reqaisitum of such twelve Siibseri- 
#eri tinder the forms above prescribed. 

Art. 88 , The Directors shall have a Secretary chosen by themselves 
who also ahall be an Accountant, with an Establishment upon such allow¬ 
ances at ahall be deemed adequate to the respective duties* 

Art, 39. The Secretary will be expected to have an Office at his 
own Residence for the accommodation of the Meetings of the Directors, 
fur the preservation of the Records, and for the uiirpose of affording access 
to the Officeis of the Army at large to the Books of the Institution. 

Art. 40. The Directois of the Fuud will hold regular monthly Meet* 
ings ; but no Meeting of the Directors consisting of a smaller uuiiiher than

fruDi the Fund to the person owin? surli arrear. 

Art. 49. All income derived from the Benifal Milftarr Fund is de¬ 
clared to be unalienable, and the fact of attempting the alienation of suck 
income io any manner, or under any pretence, shall be deemed io itself 4 
forfeiture of all future benefits from the Fund. 

Art* 60. In (he event of a Member of ibe Fund heini; dismisiad 
the service, the Directors are authorized to afford the nnfortnaato indi¬ 
vidual such a^atslance, as they may deem advisable, Hmiun* the eatcat 
pt the sum advanced to the net amount contribiired by such dismissed

penalty of bis delaying it for more than sis months. This cotnisuaication is 
to bo made immedistely dp the promulgation of the order admitting to tho 
Service any individual of tbo elass above mentioned, and is to be repeated s4 
tbo (KpirRtion of three mouths, bnt the miscarriage or non-receipt of sntk 
eommiiitiro-tioM will nut bo adsaitted in bar of any existing RegnUtion. 

Art. 65- The Busbiwss of the Fund io Europe shall be cendacte4 
through the Agency of Sib O. A, Robinsor, Bart., Libut. Col. J. Sm- 
isoHU, Rud Hbnrt Trail, Erq. who will from time to time receive the ne¬ 
cessary instructions for tbeir guidance, and Co whom sneh ApplieattoDs wlU 
be preferred as cannot with equal cauvcDieoce be submitted ta the Dirct* 
ors of the Fund iu India.

The object of the institntioo of ibe Lanrlabte Society is to provide* a 
Fund For the InmivancG of Lives, whereby Jiidi\iduais n*ay secure a Pro^ 
vision for iheir Families after their death, or Creditors may gnaid th in^ 

• ehes against less in the event of the deroas- of their Deotors 

The liiiidable Society differs from an Office tor tlie In-mranre of Lire'*, 
(as lucli OfRces have been eenerilly ronslitiired in F.uropeaii Conutiies:) 
in that the whole Fipid of the Soricty accuintilate for theh^nefii of the In- 
inred, and of them alone : ihet no Insurer reaps a ptofit from the Insii n* 
tlon^ and that even the charges of manrisemeni are repnlatcd on so a*ro.i<>> 
mied a scale, as scarcely to form a sensible burthen on the E^tablislimf'iit. 

It diiTers both from a Life IiiHurance Office and firm most of those pub¬ 
lic associations into which certain orders of the commtin'ty are frequently 
ifiduced to enter for the pnrpoae of pro^idtng a Fund for the maintenance 
of their Families after their death; in that it does nor nrofess to ensure any 
specific Slim of Money or Annuity to tjtc representatives of the deceased, 
but merely their proportion of such sum as its accmnulated fund shall pveu- 
liially yield. This iincertainty, however is eutirely in favnnr nt the liiitired, 
for on the one band, by the ultimate division of the fniida, he derives the 
utmost possible benefit which any Life Insurance could afford him without 
a positive loss to itself, while on the other hand he is pertently seoiited 
against that disappointment to which the contributors to public Chaiitahle 
Funds are not unlrequently liable, from the total failure of a scheme fomnU 
ad on false or over-sangnine calculations. The Members of the Laudable 
Soqety have a certainty of benefittine to the utmost extent proportion^id to 
their respective contributions, and neither more nor less. 

The Sabsciiptions to the Laudable Society are portioned into certain 
Shares, and tlioneh the rnlesof the Instilntion do not warrant tho precise 
sum which each Share is to yield tn case of a lapse of a Life subscribed on, 
an approximation to that sura may be obtained from the result of former 
Societies, In the Fonrth Laudable Society each Share on a lapsed hfe 
yielded Sa. Rs. 5516, exclusive of the regulated advance of 4,000. The 
present state of the Funds of the Fifth Laudable Society, now about to 
elose, justify the expectation that the holders of Shares op lapsed Hve^ 
'Will receive about Sa. Rs. 3,200 in addition to the prescribed advance 
already drawn. The diffeience in the productiveness of Shares in the two 
Societies respectively, is to be ascribed ta an unusual mortality amongse 
the Insured. A Share in the Sixth' Laudabje Society may however be 
taken as covering the risk of Sa. Rs, 9,000. 

The Sixth Laudable Society will cnmmencO on the lit January, 1827,

Tli(^ romkid^rntions which led to the estAbliHhment of nsc'i‘Sof Slip* 
plementAf V Laudable Soriefies, were the-^e. By the constitution ot' the otw 
^in&l Laudable Sonetic^, rlie major p^rt of their fnndM, instead of beinv 
portioned out as the InpAPs occtured to the parties entitled to benefit tiiere- 
bVt Wire left lo arrnniuUle for a series of years at a low rate of interest 
in Oorernment Senirities, Thi9 arrangement Was ipecisily mronvenient 
to tliose who bad recourse to those Societies for effecting Insurance on ibe 
hwo.s of tliPir deb'or^, as in mo?t casev the deb'S whiCh the Insurances were 
intended to cover, continued to inrresHe at a rate of Interest ereatlv ex« 
ceediii" that at winch the fiintU of the Society improved. Experience also 
proved, that notwithstanding the scale of the original Laudable Societies 
had been so far enlarged as to adroit of the subscription for ten shares on a 
single life, the augmentation was not in a I instances sufhcicnt for the pur* 
poses of the iiublic, nor commeusntate with the geneial and daily increasing 
extension of Money transaction. 

The leading principles of tlie Supplementary Laiidshle Societies may 
be thus bii^-fly enumerated. The duiaiion of each Supplementary Society is 
for one year only—at the expiration or this time, the funds of the Insiwu- 
tioii are divided among the holders ot Shares on lap^ied lives, with such 
reservation and according to such rnles as may be in force for the time be* 
ing: The holders of shares on surviving lives have the option of transferring 
' the same to a new Society of similar duration, without renewed warranty 
or health. 

In the earlv Supplementary Laudable Societies Sa, Rs* 10,000, wi« 
fixed on the maximiiTn. to be received from the funds by the holdeit of 
a share on a lapsed life. The surplus funds werd directed to be appropri¬ 
ated under certain provisions to the en-tning Society, and the holdera of 
shares in preceding Sneietie!) whose dividends had not equalled the sum of 
$a. Rs. 10.000. '['his snm in the Ninth Supplementary Laudable Society 
is stiU continupd as the maximum of dividcud receivable on a share held on 
a lapsed life ; hut the surplns funds ate to be exclusively appropriated 
to the ensiling Society. 

When the sum of Sa. Rs, 10,000 was fixed as the maxitnum qf dividend 
to be received on one share, the interest of money s^s liigii. That stim 
was then proporiipnate to the scale of Piemia asd its selection justified hy 
experience. lu later years, owing to the depreciation of money, the funds 
of none of the Supplementary Soctefies have yielded so high p dividend as 
Sa. Rs. 10.000 cn a share on a lapsed life. Judging from the results of 
late years. 18,000 may be assumed as the probable amount which, incliidin|p 
the regii.ated advance, will bis forthcoroing to the holder of ^och share. 
These ob«eivatioijB have been thought proper for the purpose of checkiqf 
fallacious expectations which the lo'^ured might be apt to entertain by ob*v 
serving the sum of Sa. Rs. 10,000 restricted as the maximum of diTidea4

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REGULATIONS OF THE SUPPLEMENTARY LAUDABLE 

SOCIETY. 

Article 1, Tbe object of this association is to provide a fund for tbs 
insnratice of livea. ThU fund is lo be portioned into shares. And an 
iiidividtul may subscribe for a certain number o<f abarea, ealher on bin or 
her owu !ite, or oh the life of any other individual. In tbe former case tbe 
general esUte oi tbe deceased, or siicb person or iierseiis as Ite or she may 
will or assiffiimeiit hat e appointed, shall beiD fit it^^e event of a lapse ; 
in the latter, the i»ersoi> taho may have suhscuue^^B the life of the de¬ 
ceased, shall benefit to the extent of the shares siib^Wbed for ; iinles^«*>!ia 
either case, such shares be snecialLy declared at the lime of sub'Cubinc, 
to be for the benefit of any other nursou or persons, or be subsequently 
made over according to the foim heiein-affer prescribed, fni the benefit of 
any other person or persons, in which caites i^tich urraoii or persons shall be 
entitled to benefit iii tiie event of a lapse, and no others. 

2. In the ca«e of a peisoii subscribing on the lite of another, tbe par¬ 
ty subscribing, and not the party on whose lite he subscription is nude, 
shall be considered a Member of th^ Society, a id liave a voice in the ma« 
uagement of its concerns.
